HISTORY OP THE KEENE MANSION.

the other; they wora called fall-backs. 
In crossing oro the driver, not noticing 
it was thrown from his sent.

Bonaparlo ope red the door of tho carriage 
nnd jumped out. He fell on his bead 
nnd woe unable to rise. Dr. Bollipq. who 
was returning to Bristol fiom Tully-

King setting by thfl roadside.

luulnatun, finding no frnctnre of the 
limbs tho doctor brought him to Bristol.

Father McAnany Died Suddenly of 


Heart Failure. 


The Rev, John McAnanyf rector of the 


Rornnn CatboUo Church of the Holy 
Trinity pi Marriaville, died suddenly 
Tuesday afternoon of heart failure.

Father McAnany went to Morrisvllie In 


1900. 
He was born in Brooklyn, N. ST., 


in 1831, and mere than 20 years ago took 
charge of the Newtown parish, which 
then included 
Sardley. After several 


years he was removed to Bristol and was 
later made chaplain of the of the Christ- 
ian Brothers at Eddlngton, and from 
there he went to Minesville, Pa. 
He was 


president of St. Anne's Society, Philadel- 
phia. 


He started the movement for a new 


ehurqh in Tardley about three yeas ago, 
and It was through his influence that the 
pesent cbopel was erected at a cost of 
$5000. 
It was also through his efforts 


that tho Morrlsvilie church, was erected 
in 1900, was built. 


Father McAnany was known as a Homo 


Dei, and was very charitable, often giv- 
ing beyond his means. His father and 
mother died many years ago and no

and by his many acts of kindness 
charity hi won tbe luve of all his peo- 
ple. 


He was the first Catholic preBt to locate 


in MorriBville. He went there from the 
mining regions above Maucb Chunk, 
where he had been sent by tbe bishop of 
that dicoese, and by bis untiring zeal 
and unceasing endeavors built tbe Church 
of the Eoly Trinity there, which is the 
first Catholic church ever established in 
Morrisville. 


Father McAnany also bad the pastorate 


of the St. IgdaTtus Catholic Church at 
Yardley, and alternated between them. 


Father MoAnany served as a member of 


the finance committee dnring the centen- 
nial crlcbration of Morrisville in 1904. 


Father McAnany celebiated his jubilee 


a short time ago, having been a priest 
for twenty-five years. 


Father McAnany was well and favor- 


ably known in Bristol and vicinity and a 
number of people from here viewed tbe 
body last evening and a number are also 
attending the funeral services tiday at 
Morrisville.

This change was not accomplished 


without 
opposition, 
discouragement 


and financial difficulties. Mr Bprague 
himself, who was so potent a factor In 
working this change, has told the story 
of his first Important contract. In the 
spring of 1887, the Union Passenger 
Railway company of Richmond, Va, 
engaged him to build an electric rail- 
way. 
The first car was run out one 


night while the skeptical people slept, 
to make sure tt could climb the hills. 
It started out In a blaze of itlory and 
Ignomlnlonsly was towed bark

by four big mules. But Sprngue per- 
sisted until on Feb. 2, 1HS8, In a 
drizzling rain, tho road opuned for 
business. 


From that time forward the future 


of electric railroading was asnured and 
events mo red rapidly. City after city 
adopted the new motive power; horse 
cars became things of the pnjt; In- 
terurban roada began to arMlron the

The greatest development has been

dred miles of road are operated, or will 
be as soon as the line to Belvldere Is 
completed.

Then tho United States congress be- 


came interested. By special grant* 
Professor Page of Smithsonian insti- 
tute wan aided in the construction of 
several forna of motors. One of them 
was used u a locomotive and, driven 
by a battery of one hundred Grove 
elements, was trial April 28, 1851, on 
• railroad nmntar from Washington 
to Bladensburg. A speed of nineteen 
miles nn honr wan developed, so great 
that It destroyed ibe batteries. 


Numerous other experiments fol- 


lowed, all commer, la! failures because 
tne motors were i rude and the source 
of power • primary battery. The de- 
velopment of the wonderful modem 
dynamo was necpisary before electric 
railroading could become a commercial 
success. The first gwat step was In 
18fiO, when tn Italian named Paclnot- 
tl invented K con Inuous current dy- 
namo. Three yejirs later the first 
practical commercial machine for con- 
tlnoons current operation was mads 
fcy Gramme.
